The Senate not being in ses- 
sion, he did not think he was committing any 
breach of privilege. Tho letter was read and laid 
on the table, and ordered to bo printed. The Sen- 
ate then adjourned till Thursday. 

House. — M r. Campbell, of Ohio, from the se- 
lect Committee appointed to investigate the cir- 
cumstances attending the assault upon Mr. Sum- 
ner, mado a report, concluding as follows : 
WnKHKA.6, The Senate of the United States 
have transmitted to this House a message com- 
plaining that Preston 9. Brooks, a Representative 
from South Carolina, committed upon the person 
of Charles Sumner, a Senator from the State of 
Massachusetts, while seated at his desk in the 
I Senate Chamber, after the adjournment of that 
body on the U2d of May last, a violent assault, 
which disabled him from attending to his duties 
in the Senate, and declaring that the said assault 
was a breach of the privileges of that body ; and 
whereas, from the respect of the privileges of the 
House, the Senate has farther declared that in as 
much as said Preston S. Brooks is a member of this 
House, they cannot arrest, and a portion cannot 
try or punish him for a breach of their privileges ; 
that tney cannot proceed farther in the matter 
than to mike their complaint to this Hoaso, and 
that the power to arrest, try, and punish, de- 
volves solely on this body ; and whereas, upon a 
thorough investigation, it appears to this House 
that the said Preston S. Brooks has been guilty of 
the assault complained of by the Senate, with 
most aggravated circumstances on violence ; that 
the same was a breach of the Senate privileges, 
and not only of the Senate, but of the Senator 
assailed and of this House as a co-ordinafs branch 
of the Legislative Department of the Government, 
in direct violation of the Constitnsion of the 
United States, which declares that Senators acd 
Representatives for any speech or debate in either 
House shall not be queetioned in any other place ; 
and whereas, this House is of the opinion that it 
has the power, and ought, to punish the said 
Preston S. Brooks for said assault, as being not 
only a breach of the privilege of the Senator as- 
sailed, and of the Senate and Honsa, as deolare i 
by the Constitution, but as an act of disorderly 
behavior ; and whereas, it. further appear* from 
such investigation that Henry A. Edmonson, a 
Representative from the State of Virginia, and 
Lawrence M. Keitt, a Representative from South 
Carolina, sometime prevtons to the said assault 
were informed that it was the purpose of said 
Brooks to commit violenoe upon the person of 
said Sumner, therefore
